to free ourselves from the payment of such pecuniary burthens as are imposed by the tariff’ 
South Carolina has planted herself on ber “State sovereignty.” I conjure the freemen of Ala- 
hama to plant themselves on this glorious Union. On its preservation depends their liberties. 
Destroy it, and we afford at once a triumph to the enemics of freedom, who have always contend- 
ed that mankind are incapuble of self-government. ; _ 

I lay before the General Assembly a Proclamation issued by the President of the United 
States. This document breathes a spirit of patriotism, an ardent attachment to the cause of 
civil liberty and a devotion to our free institutions, which will insure it an insertion in those pages 
of our history which record the Deelaration of Independence and the farewell address of the 
father of his country. Hus views of the doetrine of rullifieation are profound. striking and con- 
elusive. They are in strict accordance with those which were entertained by the iliustrious sages 
who framed the Coustitution, and demonstrate with uncommon ability that this theory is contras 
ry to that instrument and. subversive of the government. In times like the present when the 
public mind is heated and distracted by the discussion of great political questions, when a crisis 
is approaching which involves the destruction of republican government, it is proper that the pen- 
ple should attend to the counsels of one whocan bave no motive to deceive them, and who bas 
won their confidence by a long course of faithful public services. No man living bas contributed 
as muchas Andrew Jackson to elevate the character of cur common country, and no man has 
evinced a stronger attachment to the principles of free government. The highest office in the 
gift. of the American people has been conferred on him, and it is the last he ever will receive. He 
has no ambition to gratify and no object to attain distinct from the honor and prosperity of his 
conntry. . f Š 
a ‘This venerable and illustrious citizen advises and adjures us. as we bonor and revere the mem- 

ory ofeur ancestors; as we love the cause of freedom to. which they ‘dedicated their lives, as a 

prize the peace of our country and the lives ofits best citizens, not to destroy the fair fame an 

glory of the American Republic, not to extinguish the last. hopes of the friends of liberty through: 
out the world, by plunging into all the horrors „of disunion and civil war. And under the influ- 
ence of that high and exalted patriotism, which has enabled him so.often to lead our armies to 
victery, he beseeches us never to take the field unless the star-spangled hanner floats over us.

stractions which have been issued to him for fne removal of settlers from the Indian lands. 
J apprehend that it kas at no time been in t e contemplation of the President to cause the re- 
moval of any settier from the indian territory, except those who had trespassed upon the indi: 
vidual possessions ofthe Indians, and had taken possession of reservations secured to them by 
the late treaty; learning that the resolution was founded on information obtained from some of 
the Sénators, that all white persons had been ordered to remove from the Creek lands, F lost ne 
time in addressing a letter to the honorable William R. King, requesting his interference w be- 
halfof this portidu of our citizens, aud to obtain a revocation of the order, if any sueh had been 
made. He, together with Messrs Clay and Mardis, with their characteristic readiness to serve 
their constituents, immediately interested themselves, and chtaived assurances that no one would 
be interrupted m bis settlement. ifthe private claims of the Indians should be respected. 
~ I wrote to Mr Austil, also, to be informed ef the precise extent of his orders as Marshal, but 
have received from hin no reply, owing i presume, to his having left Montgomery before the 
arrival of the mail which bore my letter.

sons being known as those whosenames have been thus cm ployed to ceived 

the Bank. a 

The committee believed it tobetheir duty to takedown the testimony tourin- 
ing this transaction in writing, that such of the members of the General 
Assembly as might feel it to be their duty to examine it should kaye an op- 
portunity of so doing; and for this purpose it is filed with the cashier of 
the Bank. An examination of this paper can lead to but one conclusio: 
it is that Mosely Baker was the sole author of the entire fraud, 

The grectest injustice would. be done to the officers of the Bank if the 
slightest insinuation were made that they are in the leart to blame for these 
unfortunate ransactions Mosely Baker was, at the tin.e the frauds were com- 
mitted, a distinguisl:ed mem berof tl.eTlouse of Representatives from Mont- 
“gomery county; he had beer in the habit of recommending genuine paper 
to the Bank from that and the adjoining cou: ties; and had been consti- 
tuted an agent by many of his constituerts ‘for transacting their business 
with the Bank. In the language of ene of the witnesses, ‘Ile was of 
h gh standing and had heavy banking transactions to attend to for the peo- 
pie of his district of country. And above all, the eertificates recommend- 
ir.g the spurious paper were signed by him while he was yet a member of 
the House, and the signatures of others to the same were so well imitated 
as at first glance to be wellealeulated to deceive. It is the settled opinion 
of the committee, that the same combination of imposing circumstances; 
would have deceived incredulity itself. 

Upon tracing the fraud, the committee have found it to extend back to 
a period further than -is embraced in the transactions which they now re~ 
pert. But every other transaction than is above in detail has been setijed 
and paid. l $

the people of these United states, not calculating on the extent of measures which became ne- 
cessary to save their country, submitted to an onorous and opprassive system of taxation, aud 
freely gave up their treasure, as they had their bloed, in defence of its tottering credit. ‘The 
indirect mode ofrasmg nreveuue, then adopted by a system of duties upon imports, was begin- 
ning at this early period to assumes features net warranted by fhe Constitution. Giving up, 
however, on that occasion, an independent assertion ofour rights, hud retusicg to control the pp- 
erations of the General Government, by any theoretical totions ofiright, we cheerfully submit- 
_ ted to its exactions, beheving that thy time would soon arrive which would bring the Gavern- 
ent within its legitimate sphere. When, however, a moncpoly which had been generated in the 
warmth uf a nation’s bounty, began to assame an exirmsie stand, ‘aud by means of its trensure 
ud influence, had secured the passage cf successive Turut laws, all resniting in the protection of 
one class af the expense of another, an alarm was scanded threuchout the whele American na- 
tian, even then prophetic of the evils which now surround us.
